Venison in northeast Michigan | One county road patrol officer lay-off alleviated 
~.s it safe for consumption? 


Venison is a popular. meat that is 

low in fat and a good source of high 

_ quality protein. The discovery of 
bovine B in the wild deer population 
in northeastern Michigan raises con- 
cem about the safety of venison for 
food. 

Clearly there are guidelines to fol- 
low when preparing venison for 
consumption; however, these sug- 
gestions do not differ from the 
guidelines for many meat products. 

Meat from a deer known to be 
infected with TB should not be con- 
sumed. This means that suspect 
deer with multiple pea-sized tan or 
yellow lumps/nodules or lesions on 
the inside/outside of the rib cage 
and/or on the lungs should not be 
eaten. Nor should you eat deer who 
have tested positive for bovine TB. 

Since TB confirmation tests may 
take a long time, the following prac- 
tices are recommended for deer that 
do not exhibit obvious signs of TB. 

1. Rubber gloves are a good idea 
for field dressing although since TB 
is generally transmitted through the 
air, it is highly unlikely that a person 
would contact the disease from field 
dressing. 

2. Have your deer checked for TB 


by the DNR. 

3. Separate and label your venison 
by animal. Do not mix your meat 
with the meat of others. 

4. Cook the meat thoroughly to an 
internal temperature of 160 degrees 
Fahrenheit. This is not only for pro- 
tection against TB, but also offers 
protection against a host of other 
known pathogens that could be pre- 
sent in venison (e.g. E. Coli, 
Salmonella). Cooking venison to 
this recommended temperature 
should make meat safe even if bac- 
teria are present. 

Thermometers are the only reli- 
able indicators of internal meat tem- 
perature. Any other method is a 
guess. 

The safety of venison smoked 
sausage and jerky remains question- 
able. The processing methods for 
these products do not always reach 
the critical 160 degrees F. tempera- 
ture of safety needed to destroy 
pathogenic bacteria. 

The Michigan DNR has produced 
an informative brochure describing 
tuberculosis in white-tail deer in 
Michigan. The brochure is available 
at MSU Extension Offices, DNR

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“THE MOST important (election) races you 
never heard about.” 

That’s what Associated Press writer John 
Flesher has called election’ to the Michigan 
Supreme Court. | 

On November 3, Michigan voters will elect 
three justices to the court which is the ultimate 
arbiter on legal matters in the state. 

Candidates are on a separate ballot, with no 
indication of party affiliation -- just names. 

The only identification help for the voter is that 
incumbent justices are listed as “Justice of the 
Supreme Court.” 

That’s a tremendous help for incumbent jus- 
tices, too, which is the main reason few are 
defeated. 

In Michigan’s obtuse system of filling the high 
court, candidates are nominated by partisan con- 
ventions, then immediately lose the party desig- 
nation. They must be partisans to win the nomi- 
nation, and nonpartisans to win the election. 

That really doesn’t make much sense, but that’s 
the way it is. 

To add to the voter confusion, minority parties 
also can nominate candidates, and with a relative 
minimal of effort, individuals can nominate them- 
selves by petition. 

This year, the Reform and Libertarian parties 
each nominated a candidate, and one self-starter 
also made it. 

The way the names appear on the ballot, only 
the politically aware know the difference, which 
is one reason a politically appealing name is 
important. 

There are two separate elections for the 
Supreme Court: one for two full eight-year terms, 
the second for one partial two-year term. 

The present political balance on the Supreme 
Court is four Democratic nominees, three 
Republicans. The gender balance is four men, 
three women. 

Voters could change both.

He’s from Detroit, moved to Lansing after 
receiving his law degree from University of 
Detroit, became a District Judge, then eight years 
on the State Appeals Court and 16 years so far on 
the Supreme Court. And he’s only 57. 

His Democratic running mate, Susan D. 
Borman, has been on the bench almost as long. 
She received her law degree from U of D in 1969, 
won election to Detroit Recorder’s Court in 1972, 
and to Wayne Circuit Court in 1979. 

Republicans are counting strongly on Chief 
Appeals Judge Maura Corrigan, another U of D 
law graduate, who has worked for the Wayne 
prosecutor and U.S. Attorney for the Eastern 
District. She was named by Gov. John Engler to 
the State Appeals Court in’ 1992, elected twice, 
and became chief judge in 1997. 

The second Republican nominee, Judge Jeffrey 
Collins, a native Detroiter and graduate of 
Howard University law school, practiced law for 
eight years before appointment by Gov. Engler to 
the Detroit Recorder’s Court in 1994; the 
Recorder’s Court last year merged with the 
Wayne Circuit Court.

Dermatologist Dr. Mark 
Saunders, is among the best doctors 
in America, according to a national 
firm that maintains a database of 
physicians by ‘specialty. 


Stephanie Spooner, Director of 
Communications for Woodward/ 
White Inc. of Aiken, South Carolina, 
explains that physicians are chosen 
using a peer-review process. 


Woodward/White contacted 
35,000 U.S. doctors and asked them 
to rate the clinical abilities of other 
doctors in their areas of specializa- 
tion. Only those physicians who 
earned the consensus support of 
their peers were included. The 
result of this two-year, $2 million 


effort was the 1999 edition of Best 


Doctors in America. 

Spooner said the list is designed to 
help patients “make informed deci- 
sions about health care” and serve as 


a vital resource to patients with rare, 
severe or chronic medical problems 
who might otherwise not know 
where to turn. . 

The computer database is also 
used by insurers, managed care 
companies and international compa- 
nies looking for physicians to handle 
complex medical cases. 


Since recommendations come 
from prominent doctors and section 
chiefs of large medical centers, the 
list tends to include more physicians 
who practice at major health care 


centers, but Spooner said that physi- 
cians are not chosen solely by where 
they practice. 


“There are excellent and wonder- 
ful physicians at smaller hospitals 
and institutions as well,” said 


Spooner. 


“St is indeed a great honor to be 
recognized by my fellow physicians 
for my clinical abilities,” said Dr. 
Saunders. “With the large number 
of excellent physicians we have in

Public using agency’s fraud hotline 


An effort to encourage the pub- 
lic’s participation in protecting 
Social Security programs from fraud 
and abuse is paying off in calls to the 
agency’s new fraud hotline, 
than 75,600 calls and an average of 
75 letters a week have been received 
by the hotline during its first six 
months. The figures are contained 
in the Agency’s Inspector General’s 
Semi-Annual Report to the 
Congress. 

The report also indicated that dur- 
ing the first six months of fiscal year 
1997, the Office of Inspector 
General opened 2,307 and closed 
788 investigations, obtained 395 
criminal convictions as a result of 
investigations and reported more 
than $11.5 million in fines, judge- 
ments, and restitutions. 

According to the report, most 
fraud allegations fall into one of four 
categories: Social Security numbers

Charitable contributions: fact and fiction 


A couple who contributed several 
hundred dollars to help neighbors 
provide medical care for their dis- 
abled child was surprised to learn 
that they could not claim a charita- 
ble deduction on their tax return for 
their contributions. 

If stories like this one have you 
wondering what’s fact and what’s 
fiction when it comes to deducting 
charitable donations, the Michigan 
Association of CPA’s offers the fol- 
lowing advice to help you make the 

‘ most of your charitable contribu- 
tions. 

Donations made to disabled or 
homeless individuals: 

Fiction. No matter how needy the 
recipient or how good your inten- 
tions, contributions to individuals 
are not deductible. In order to claim 
a deduction, you must make your 
contribution to a qualified organiza- 
tion. 

As a rule of thumb, a qualified 
organization is a nonprofit charita- 
ble, religious, or educational group 
that meets government guidelines. 
IRS Publication 78, which is period- 
ically updated, provides a list of 
qualified organizations. 

Denations of used clothing to 
charity: 

Fact. You may deduct the fair 
market value of used clothing you 
contribute to charity. The Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS) says that the 
fair market value of used clothing is 
the amount one would pay for these 
items in a thrift shop or second- 
hand clothes store. 

The same rule applies to dona- 
tions of furniture and other house- 
hold items. However, you must 
have. a statement from the organiza- 
tion acknowledging the gift and 
describing the property. 

Your canceled check is suffi- 
cient proof of any donation: 

Fiction. Your canceled check is 
sufficient proof only if the donation 
is under $250. However, if you 
make a single donation of $250 or 
more to a charity, you need a con- 

temporaneous written acknowl- 
edgement from the organization. 
Note that this*falé applies ofily to a 
single donation. 

There is generally no need for 
you to get written confirmations if 
you make five separate $100 dona- 
tions to the same charity, even 
though the aggregate amount 
exceed $250. However, anti-abuse 
rules apply. You have until the fil- 
ing due date of your return to obtain 
the written acknowledgment. 

Services you perform on behalf 
of charities: 

Fiction. The value of your ser- 
vices is not deductible, but your vol- 
unteer efforts do entitle you to 
deduct the cost of unreimbursed 
out-of-pocket expenses, such as the 
cost of stationery, postage, and tele- 
phone calls, you incur on behalf of 
the charitable organization.

There is no limit for deductible 
charitable contributions: 

Fiction. Be as generous as you 


like, but keep in mind that there are . 


deduction ceilings for very substan- 
tial donations. The amount you can 
deduct depends on whether you 
donate cash or property and the type 
of charity to which you donate. 

For cash contributions, the deduc- 
tion ceiling is generally 50 percent 
of your adjusted gross income, but, 
in some cases, a 30-percent limit 
applies. 

For appreciated property dona- 
tions, the deduction limit is general-

charitable contributions. 
Contributions of appreciated 


property provide additional tax 
- benefits: 


Fact. The easiest way to con- 


tribute to a charity may be to write a 


check, but if you plan to make a siz- 
able donation, you can save more in 


"taxes by contributing property that 
has appreciated in value and quali-_ 


fies as long-term capital gains prop- 


"erty. That’s because in addition to 


the deduction you eam for the con- 
tribution, you avoid paying the cap- 
ital gains tax that would be due if 
you sold the investment yourself. It 
makes no difference to the charity 
as a tax-exempt entity, it will not 


incur the capital gains tax when it 
sells your gift. 

If you receive a gift in return 
for a donation, your deduction is 
limited: 

Fact. If you contribute $500 to 
attend a fundraising dinner for your 
church or synagogue, and the fair 
market value of the dinner is $100, 
your deduction is limited to $400 -- 
the difference between your dona- 
tion and what you received in 
exchange. In such instances, the 
charity must tell you how much of 
your donation is deductible. 

The cost of raffle tickets: 

Fiction. There is no charitable 
contribution deduction for raffle 
tickets because you have a chance 
of winning something. The same 
holds true for state-sponsored lotter- 
ies.

Secretary Miller unveils license plate renewal by Internet 


Secretary of Stdte Candice S. 
Miller has announced that her 
office will give Michigan 
motorists another convenient 
option for renewing their license 
plates, this time on the Internet. 

This announcement makes the 
Secretary of State’s office the first 
state department in Michigan to 
give Tesidents the Opportunity to 
pay fees on the Internet and marks 
the. third time the Secretary of 
State’s office has unveiled a new 
convenient option for renewing 
license plates in as many years. 

“Early in my administration we 


-made a commitment to use tech- 


nology to improve customer ser- 
vice,” Secretary Miller said today. 
“Nothing could be more in keep- 
ing with that commitment than 
giving our customers the option of 
using the Internet to do business 
with our office.” - 

Motorists will be eligible .to 
renew using the Internet if they are 
willing to pay registration fees by 
credit card and have vehicle insur- 
ance with a company participating 
in the Secretary of State’s electron- 
ic insurance verification program. 

To date, the department has 
received electronic insurance veri- 
fication for nearly 2.9 million 


vehicles from a total of. 16 partici- 
pating insurance companies. More 
companies are expected to join, 
which will raise the weekly per- 
centage of registrations eligible for 
renewal by Internet and touch-tone 
telephone from 45 to 65 percent. 

The Internet renewal program is 
similar to the touch-tone telephone 
renewal of license plates. 
Motorists eligible to renew on the 
Internet must have a nine-digit 
PIN on the lower left side of their 
vehicle renewal notice. The PIN 
indicates that insurance for the 
vehicle has been verified. 

To renew by Internet the 


motorist uses a personal computer 
with an Internet connection and 
secured web browser. After veri- 
fying that the name and address on 
the renewal notice are correct and 
that the license plate has not 
expired, they access the Secretary 
of State web site at: 
www.sos.state.mi.us/ renew.html. - 

Motorists must read the impor- 
tant notice regarding security 
issues and then complete the 
online renewal form. Payment of 


‘fees must be made by a valid 


Discover, MasterCard or VISA. 
By providing an e-mail address, 
the motorist will receive confirma- 


tion that the transaction has been 
Teceived. 


Once the transaction has been 
processed, license plate tabs and 
two copies of the registration will 
be sent by mail to the vehicle 
owner within seven days. 

The Internet renewal option is 
also beiig extended to watercraft 
owners whose boat registrations 


"are up for renewal. 


The Secretary of State unveiled 
renewal by fax.in April 1995 and 
watercraft registration renewal by 
touch-tone telephone in February 
1996. A touch-tone renewal pro- 
gram. for license plates was 
unveiled in November 1997.

An award-winning video to help 
private landowners protect water 
quality while harvesting timber on 
their property is now available, the 


Michigan Departments of 
Environmental Quality and Natural 
Resources announced today. 


The video, titled “A Practical 
Guide to Forest Water Quality for 
Landowners,” was produced by the 
DEQ and DNR in cooperation with 
the U.S. Forest Service and forest 


products industry. 


“We are pleased to make this 


-video available to Michigan resi- 
‘dents who seek to protect our pre- 


cious water resources from runoff, 
such as sediment, which pollutes the 
water and destroys fish habitat,” 
DEQ Director Russell Harding said. 
“It complements our efforts to fight 
fonpoint source pollution contained 
in the Clean Michigan Initiative.” — 

The Clean Michigan Initiative, a 
$675 million bond issue on the 


November ballot, allocates $50 mil- 
lion for combating polluted runoff. 


DNR Director K.L. Cool 
applauded the educational benefit of 
the video. 


“It is an effective tool in the 


development of a private conserva- 
tion ethic and a strong sense of 
stewardship,” Cool said.

With furnmace-cleaning time here, 
the CIS Bureau of Construction 
Codes offers the following impor- 
tant tips to prevent homeowners 


from falling prey to fraudulent and 
unscrupulous furnace “scam 
artists”: 


* Ignore phone solicitations that 
offer “low cost” or “free” furnace 
cleaning. Once inside, workers tell 
homeowners their heating system 
has serious problems that need 
immediate attention. 

¢ Don’t sign a contract just 
because the worker. implies serious 
health threats if the furnace isn’t 
replaced promptly. Ask for a copy 
of the test results and call your local 
gas company. 

¢ Don’t accept a door-to-door 
offer to clean your heating ducts 
with a Shop-vac vacuum. It won’t 
do the job. A proper cleaning 
requires a high volume vacuum sys- 


tem. - 

¢ Get at least three written esti- 
mates from licensed local mechani- 
cal contractors if a furnace repair or 
replacement is recommended. 
Make sure any contract you sign 
says that your final payment will be 
withheld until the mandatory 
inspection by the local Building 
Department. 

e Ask to see the mechanical con- 
tractor’s license and write down the 
contractor listed on it. Verify the 
license through the CIS Bureau of 
Construction Codes at.(517) 241- 
9325. 

¢ Maintain and prolong your fur- 
nace by cleaning aig returns with a 
household vacuum cleaner, chang- 
ing the filter at least three times dur- 
ing the heating season, and getting 
your heating system cleaned by a 
reputable, licensed, local mechani- 
ca} contractor every two years:

Residents in the Six Lakes area 
in Montcalm County should be 


‘aware that individuals have been 
posing as utility employees, solic- 
iting to test and change meters in 
the area. Crawford County could 
be next. 

Consumers Energy alerts cus- 
tomers that it is not currently 
soliciting door-to-door for any of 
its Company programs, furnace 
inspections or other types of ser- 
vice work. Also, the utility 


reminds customers that each 


employee carries a company pic- 
ture identifcation card and must 
show it when asked by a customer. 
To help protect yourself and 
your home, Consumers Energy 
offers the following precautions: 
¢ If someone comes to your 


‘ door when you have not requested 


a specific utility service, such as a 
furnace inspection, ask for compa- 
ny picture identification. Never 
open your door to a suspicious 
person. 

* Get a description of suspi- 
cious person (s) for police, but do 
so from a safe distance. 

¢ Get a description of any vehi- 
cles that were used; again, do so 
from a safe distance. 

* Do not give cash to anyone 
for work you had not requested.

AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE PARTITIONING OR DIVISION OF PARCELS OR TRACTS OF LAND, 
ENACTED PURSUANT BUT NOT LIMITED TO MICHIGAN PUBLIC ACT 288 OF 1967, AS AMENDED, 
AND ACT 246 OF 1945, AS AMENDED, BEING THE TOWNSHIP GENERAL ORDINANCE STATUTE; TO 
PROVIDE A PROCEDURE THEREFORE; TO REPEAL ANY ORDINANCE OR PROVISION THEREOF IN 
CONFLICT HEREWITH; AND TO PRESCRIBE PENALTIES AND ENFORCEMENT REMEDIES FOR THE 
VIOLATION OF THIS ORDINANCE. 


Township of Maple Forest, County of Crawford, State of Michigan, 
ORDAINS 


SECTION I 


TITLE 
This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Maple Forest Township Land Division Ordinance. 
SECTION II 


PURPOSE 

The purpose of this ordinance is to carry out the provisions of the State Land Division Act (1967 PA 288, as 
amended, formerly known as the Subdivision Control Act), to prevent the creation of parcels of property which 
do not comply with applicable ordinances and said Act, to minimize potential boundary disputes, to maintain 
orderly development oft he community, and otherwise provide for the health, safety and welfare of the resi- 
dents and property owners of the municipality by establishing reasonable standards for prior review and 
approval of land divisions within the Township. 

SECTION III 


DEFINITIONS 
For purposes of this ordinance certain terms and words used herein shall have the following meaning: 
. “Applicant” - a natural person, firm, association, partnership, corporation, of combination of any- of them 
that holds an ownership interest in land whether recorded or not. 

B. “Divide” or “Division” - the partitioning or splitting of a parcel or tract of land by the proprietor thereof or 
by his or her heirs, executors, administrators, legal representatives, successors or assigns, for the purpose of sale or lease 
of more than one year, or of building development that results in one or more parcels of less than 40 acres or the equiva- 
lent, and that satisfies the requirements of Section 108 and 109 of the State Land Division Act. “Divide” and “Division” 
does not include a property transfer between two or more adjacent parcels, if the property taken from one parcel is added 
to an adjacent parcel; and any resulting parcel shall not be considered a building site unless the parcel conforms to the 
requirements of the State Land Division Act, this ordinance, and other applicable ordinances. : 

C. “Exempt Split” or “Exempt Division” - the partitioning or splitting of a parcel or tract of land by the pro- 
prietor thereof, or by his or her heirs, executors, administrators, legal representatives, successors or assigns, that does not 
result in one or more parcels of less than 40 acres or the equivalent. 

D. “Forty acres or the equivalent” - either 40 acres, a quarter-quarter section containing not less than 30 acres, 
or a government lot containing not less than 30 acres. 

E. “Governing Body” - the Maple Forest Township Board. 

SECTION IV 
PRIOR APPROVAL REQUIREMENT OF LAND DIVISIONS 


Land in the Township shall not be divided without the prior review and approval ofthe Township Assessor, or other offi- 
cial designated by the governing body, in accordance with this ordinance and the State Land Division Act; provided that 
the following shall be exempted from this requirement: 

A. A parcel proposed for subdivision through a recorded plat pursuant to the State Land Division Act. 

B. Alot ina recorded plat proposed to be divided in accordance with the State Land Division Act. 

C. Anexempt split as defined in this Ordinance, or other partitioning or splitting that results in parcels of 20 ~ 
acres or more ifeach is not accessible and the parcel was in existence on March 31, 1997, or resulted from exempt split- 
ting under the state act. 

SECTION V 


NV, 


An applicant shall file all the following with the Township Assessor or other official designated by the governing body 
for review and approval of a proposed land division before making any division either by deed, land contract, lease for 
more than one year, or for building development: 

A. Acompleted application form on such form as may be approved by the Township Board. 

B. Proof of fee ownership of the land proposed to be divided. 

C. Asurvey including an accurate legal description of each proposed division, and showing the boundary 
lines, approximate dimensions, and the accessibility of each division from existing or proposed public roads for automo- 
bile traffic and public utilities. 

D. Proof that all standards of the State Land Division Act and this Ordinance have been met. 

E. _ Ifa transfer of division rights is proposed in the land transfer, detailed information about the terms and 
availability of the proposed division rights transfer. 

The fee as may from time to time be established by resolution of the governing body of the Township for 
land division reviews pursuant to this Ordinance to cover the costs of review of the application and administration of this . 
Ordinance and the State Land Division Act. 
SECTION VI 


PROCEDURES FOR REVIEW OF APPLICATIONS 
FOR LAND DIVISION APPROVAL 


A. The assessor or other designee shall approve, or disapprove the land division applied for within forty five 
(45) days after receipt of the application package conforming to this Ordinance’s requirements, and shall promptly notify 
the applicant of the decision and the reasons for any denial. If the application package does not conform to this Ordinance’s 
requirements and the State Land Division Act, the assessor or other designee shall return the same to the applicant for com- 
pletion ba cehling in accordance with this Ordinance and the State Land Division Act, 
A : ny

. The Township and its officers and employees shall not be liable for approving a land division if building per- 
mits for construction on the parcels are subsequently denied because of inadequate water supply, sewage disposal facilities 
or otherwise, and any notice of approval shall include a statement to this effect 

SECTION VII 
STANDARD FOR APPROVAL OF LAND DIVISIONS 


A proposed land division reviewable by the Township shall be approved if the following criteria are met: 

A. All the parcels to be created by the proposed land division(s) fully comply with the applicable lot (parcel), 
yard and area requirements of pertinent Ordinances, including, but not limited to, minimum lot (parcel) frontage/width, min- 
imum road frontage, minimum lot (parcel) area, and maximum lot (parcel) coverage and minimum set-backs for existing 
building/structures or have received a variance from such requirement(s) from the Maple Forest Township Board and the 
Crawford County Zoning Board of Appeals. : 

B. The ratio of depth to width of any parcel created by the division does not exceed a four to one ratio exclu- 
sive of access roads, easements, or non-development sites. The depth of a parcel created by a land division shall be mea- 
sured within the boundaries of each parcel created by a land division shall be measured within the boundaries of each par- 
cel from the abutting road right-of-way to the most remote boundary line point of the parcel from the lag of commence- 
ment of the measurement. The width of a parcel shall be measured at the abutting road or right-of-way line, or as otherwise 
provided in any applicable ordinances. 

C. The proposed land division(s) comply with all requirements of this Ordinance and the State Land Division

D. All parcels created and remaining have existing adequate accessibility, or an area available therefor, to a pub-

SECTION VII 
CONSEQUENCES OF NONCOMPLIANCE WiTH LAND DIVISION 
APPROVAL REQUIREMENT: PENALTIES AND ENFORCEMENT 


Any division of land in violation of this Ordinance shall not be recognized as a land division on the Township tax roll or 
assessment roll until the assessing officer refers the suspected violation or potential non-conformity to the county prose- 
i cuting attorney and gives written notice to the person requesting the division, and the person suspected of the violation or 
potential non-conformity of such referral to the prosecuting attorney. The Township shall further have the authority to ini- 
tiate injunctive or other relief to prevent any violation or continuance of any violation of this Ordinance. Any division of 
land in violation of this Ordinance shall further not be eligible for any zoning or building permit for any construction or 
improvement thereto. 
In addition, any person, firm or corporation who violates any of the provisions of this Ordinance shall be deemed to be 
responsible for a municipal civil infraction as defined by Michigan Statute which shall be punishable by a civil fine of not 


more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars along with costs which may include all expenses, direct and indirect, to which § 


the Township has been put in connection with the municipal civil infraction. In no case, however, shall costs of less than 
Fifty ($50.00) Dollars nor more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars be ordered. A violator of this Ordinance shall also be 
subject to such additional sanctions and judicial orders as are authorized under Michigan Law. 
Pursuant to Section 267 of the Land Division Act, an unlawlut division or split shall also be voidable at the option of the 
purchaser and shall subject the seller to the forfeiture of all consideration received or pledged therefore together with any 
damages sustained by the purchaser, recoverable in an Asal é law.

SEVERABILITY 


The provisions of this Ordinance are hereby declared to be severable and if any clause, sentence, word, section or provi- 
sion is declared void or unenforceable for any reason by any court of competent jurisdiction, it shall not affect any portion 
of this ordinance other than said part of portion thereof 
SECTION X 
REPEAL 


All previous Land Division Ordinances affecting unplatted land divisions in conflict with this Ordinance are hereby ff 


repealed; however this Ordinance shall not be construed to repeal any provision in the applicable Zoning Ordinance or 
Building Codes or other Ordinances of the Township which shall remain in full force and effect notwithstanding any land 
division approval hereunder. 

SECTION XI

Younger drivers are nearly three 
times as likely to be involved in a 
traffic accident compared to 
motorists age 55-64, according to 
statistics recently released by the 
Michigan State Police and compiled 
by the Insurance Information 
Association of Michigan (ILAM). 

The information also indicates 

“that young driver crashes tend to be 
more deadly. 

“About 16 percent of drivers aged 
16-24 are involved in a traffic acci- 
dent each year,” according to 
Leanne Snay, Executive Director of 
IIAM. “By comparison, only 6 per- 
cent of 55- to 64-year-olds are 
involved in a roadway crash annual- 


Snay also noted that 16- to 24- 
year-old drivers have a greater 
involvement in fatal accidents than 
other age groups. 

“Younger motorists continue to 
have more accidents and more cost- 
ly accidents,” Snay said. ‘“That’s the 
reason they pay more for car insur- 
ance. The higher price is a reflec- 
tion of higher insurance pay out.” 

A younger person who is the prin- 
cipal driver of a motor vehicle typi- 
cally pays 40 to 200 percent more 
for coverage than older drivers, 
according to the ITAM official. This 
surcharge is reduced as the driver 
grows older, 

Premium surcharges are generally 
much lower for young drivers who 
use the family car only on an occa- 
sional basis. These typically range 
from 20 percent for 24-year-olds to 
80 percent for 16-year-olds, but vary 
from one insurance company to 
another. 

The insurance spokesperson 
offered the following suggestions 
for controlling the cost of auto insur- 
ance: 

° Drive carefully. Most traffic 
tickets and at-fault accidents will 
automatically increase your rates; 

¢ Car pool when possible. Rates

Infants and air bags: A deadly combination 


Ninety-nine percent of parents 
with children under age one say they 
have heard about the risks air bags 
pose to children, according to a new 
national survey. 


Although most have heard and are - 


heeding the warnings, alarmingly, 
11 percent of parents who regularly 
transport an infant in a vehicle 
equipped with a passenger air bag 
continue to place babies in the front 
seat -- amounting to as many as 
175,000 babies at serious risk. 

The research reveals that these 
parents tend to be younger, have lit- 
tle formal education, and live in the 
South. And parents who don’t wear 
their seat belts are more likely to 
place infants in the front. 

“Infants should NEVER, ever ride 
in the front seat of a vehicle with a 
‘ passenger air bag,” said Janet 
Dewey, Executive Director of the 
Air Bag .&..Seat Belt Safety 
Campaign. 

“An air bag comes. out. of the 
dashboard in the blink of an eye 
with great force. Riding up front in 
an infant seat, a baby’s fragile head 
and neck are always too close to the 
deploying air bag in the event of a 
crash.” 

While the overall rate of child 
deaths from air bags has declined by 


50 percent and there are encourag- 
ing signs that more drivers are prop- 
erly restraining children in the back 
seat, too many children are continu- 
ing to die. 

Infants under one year of age 
account for roughly 1 in 12 of the 
children at risk; yet they account for 
about | in 5 of the child deaths. To 
date, of the 63 children who died in 
crashes involving air bags, 13 were 
babies riding in infant seats. 
Investigations also indicate that 
almost all of these infants were five 
months old or younger. 

“We think some parents believe 
the risk of not seeing a baby is 
greater than the risk of injury in a 
crash. That’s just wrong,” said 
Joseph R. Zanga, M.D., FAAP, 
American Academy of Pediatrics 
President. 

“Parents must understand that 
automobile. crashes :are. the leading 


_. cause of injury:to our children. The F 


safest way for pre-adolescent chil- 
dren to ride -- including babies -- is 
properly restrained in the back 
seat.” 

The research also shows that par- 
ents are more likely to follow prop- 
er safety procedures as their chil- 
dren age: Fully one quarter of par- 
ents incorrectly place infants ages 


one to three months old in the front 
seat, while only eight percent put 
10- to 12-month-old infants in the 
front seat. 

The risks air bags pose to children 
are entirely eliminated when chil- 
dren ride properly restrained in the 
back seat. Crashes are the leading 
cause of death to children. With or 
without an air bag, children are safer 
in the back. 

Studies show that, even in vehi- 
cles without air bags, the death rate 
to children drops by one third when 
kids ride properly restrained in the 
back seat. 

The research also shows that 20 
percent of parents with and without 
air bag equipped vehicles report not 
properly restraining their infants. 
Since crashes are the leading cause 
of death to children and with or 
without an air bag the back is the 


safest place for children to ride -« « 
nearly , 800,000 . children: -are -at,:- 


increased risk in a crash.
